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SUBJECT: US-SOVIET BILATERAL CONSULTATIONS ON CHEMICAL WEAPONS 
LIMITATIONS; GENEVA MESSAGE NO. 10 

1 . SUMMARY: WORKING GROUP HELD SINGLE CW MEETING MAY 13. 

SOVIETS PREPARED TO BEGIN NEGOTIATION OP TEXT OF JOINT 
INITIATIVE, US NOT. AGREEMENT REACHED TO CONDUCT NEXT 
ROUND EARLY JULY. END SUMMARY. 

2. IN PINAL MEETING OP US-SOVIET WORKING GROUP AT USMISSION 
MAY 13, SUBJECT OP CW WAS ADDRESSED. SOVIET AMB LIKHATCHEV 
SAID OBJECTIVE OP GROUP WAS AS DESCRIBED IN APRIL 1 1 
COMMUNIQUE, I.E. PREPARATION OP APPROPRIATE DOCUMENT TO 
IMPLEMENT US-SOVIET SUMMIT COMMUNIQUE OF JULY 3, 1974. 

HE REPERRED TO SOVIET DRAPT CW CONVENTION PROVIDED TO US 
IN AUGUST 1974 SAYING THAT, ALTHOUGH US HAD SOUGHT SOME 
CLARIPICATION, WHICH SOVIETS HAD PROVIDED, AND IT APPARENT 
PROM US STATEMENTS IN BOTH BILATERALS AND CCD THAT VIEWS 
OP THE TWO SIDES DID CORRESPOND IN SOME RESPECTS, US HAD 
NEVER PROVIDED SPECIPIC RESPONSE TO SOVIET DRAPT. 

LIKHATCHEV SAID SOVIETS EXPECTED TO RECEIVE SUCH RESPONSE 
DURING CURRENT SESSION AS WELL AS REACTION TO VERIFICATION 
PAPERS PRESENTED TO US DURING PREVIOUS ROUND. HE OPFERED 
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TO BEGIN WITH DISCUSSION OP SCOPE OP PROHIBITION AS 
CONTAINED IN ART I OF SOVIET DRAPT. 

3. BUCHHEIM RESPONDED WITH PREPARED STATEMENT (SEPTEL) WHICH 
ADDRESSED PROCEDURAL MATTERS AND STRESSED US DELEGATION UNABLE 
TO BEGIN NEGOTIATION OP TEXT OP JOINT INITIATIVE UNTIL USG 

POLICY REVIEW COMPLETED. HE OPPERED TO ATTEMPT TO RESPOND 
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TO ANY QUESTIONS SOVIETS MIGHT HAVE STEMMING FROM PREVIOUS 
SESSIONS. 

4. LIKHATCHEV REPEPEATED SOVIETS READY TO BEGIN WORK ON TEXT 
OF JOINT INITIATIVE AND SAID IT WAS UNFORTUNATE US WAS NOT, 

IN VIEW OF IMPATIENCE WITH WHICH THE CCD WAS WAITING FOR THE 
JOINT INITIATIVE. DISCUSSION OF TIMING OF NEXT ROUND ENSUED 
AND IT WAS AGREED THAT IT WOULD BE APPROPRIATE TO MEET AGAIN 
IMMEDIATELY AFTER RECONVENING OF CCD ON JULY 5. IN RESPONSE 
TO QUESTIONS, US EXPERTS EXPLAINED THAT WE HAD NOT YET COMPLETED 
STUDY OF SOVIET PAPERS ON VERIFICATION AND THAT WE HAD NOT YET 
COMETO CONSLUSION WITH REGARD TO STAGE AT WHICH INCAPACITANTS 
SHOULD BE PROHIBITED. LIKHATCHEV STATED THAT INCLUSION OF 
INCAP ACITATNS WOULD APPEAR TO ENLARGE SOMEWHAT SCOPE OF 
PROHIBITION ENVISIONED IN SUMMIT COMMUNIQUE AND WAS INFORMED 
US DID NOT YET HAVE PRECISELY DEFINED POSITION ON THIS ISSUE. 

5. RETURNING TO PROCEDURAL MATTERS, LIKHATCHEV SAID 
THERE WAS WELL ESTABLISHED PRECEDENT OF BILATERAL TALKS 
IN PARALLEL WITH CCD SESSIONS BUTH SOVIETS WOULD BE 
PREPARED TO BEGIN NEGOTIATION OF JOINT INITIATIVE BEFORE 
CCD RECONVENED IF US COULD BE READY. REFERRING TO 
RESPONSIBILITY OF US AND USSR AS CO-CHAIRMEN TO LEAD CCD, 

HE POINTED OUT DESIRE OF OTHER MEMBERS TO SET UP CW WORKING 
GROUP WOULD CREATE PROBLEM FOR BOTH OF US IF TABLING OF 
JOINT INITIATIVE WERE DELAYED. LIKHATCHEV SAID CO-CHAIRMEN 
HAD OPPOSED FORMATION OF SUCH GROUPD DURING PREVIOUS SESSION 
AND WOULD ONCE AGAIN BE IN UNDESIRABLE EFENSIVE POSITION 
DURING SUMMER SESSION UNTIL JOINT INITIATIVE COULD BE PRODUCED. 
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HE SAID CO-CHAIRMENT WOULD BE UNDER PRESSURE ON SUBSTANCE 
AS WELL AS PROVEDURES IF THE INITIATIVE WERE DELAYED AND THAT 
IT WOULD BE BETTER IF WE COULD HAVE COMPLETED WORK BEFORE 
SUMMER SESSION BEGAN. HE CLOSED BY SAYING THERE HAD BEEN 
MORE PROGRESS ON SUBJECTS DISCUSSED EARLIER IN WEEK (RW/MDW) 

AND EXPRESSED HOPE NEXT CW ROUND WOULD BE MORE PRODUCTIVE. 

6. FOLLOWING MEETING IT WAS AGREED THAT COMMUNIQUE WOULD BE 
RELEASED AFTERNOON OF MONDAY, MAY 16 EMBARGOED FOR MORNING 
PRESS TUESDAY, MAY 17. SOVIETS HAVE NOT YET RECEIVED FINAL 
CLEARANCE FROM MOSCOW BUT WILL CONTACT CUCHHEIM MAY 16.
